There is not a bottle of homo 
brew in San Antonio that is not 
poisonous, Dr. Russ said.

is the beer poison but so is the 
bootleg liquor, he said. 
There is 
a germ that goes with

yeast 
germ w'hich makes every bottle of 
home brew unfit for consumption 
and injurious to health, ho said. 
“ Statistics show that the death 
rate from 
heart 
m aladies is in- 
creasing rapidly, but

for this is simple,” he said. “When 
one of my friends dies

holism I naturally
